A controversy over the con- 
stitutionality of the law was avoided 
at that time when Howat was held in 
contempt by a regularly constituted 
judicial court for refusal to obey an 
injunction whtc'i It had issued.

supreme court held his commitment 
valid, but did not pass upon the Jur-
